Washington, Ga., June ‘22.—(Sye- 
cial.) —With the returh of T. O. Stur- 
divant, of Atlanta,~ special, investiga- 
tor tonight from Augusta, where of- 
ficial hospital data relatifig to an op- 
eration undergohe by Mrs. Corrie 
Johnson Saggus on June 4 were ob- 
tained, all evidence, with the excep- 
tion of chemical examinations to be 
completed by Dr. Edgar Everhart on 
.the bodies of Mrs. Mary Walker 
Saggus and Charles W. Wilbanks, to 
be presented by’ the state in the trial 
of Dr. J. G. Saggus fe. vouble mur- 
der, was announced as completed. 

The second Mrs. Saggus underwent 
an operation for appendicitis and an- 
other very delicate operation at the 
University hospital in Augusta, it 
was: learned. The prosecution, it is 
understood, will contend that the na- 
ture of this ‘second .operation will 
‘serve to substantiate letters alleged to 
have been written to Mrs. Wilbanks, 
while she was in Decatur a few weeks 
before she married Dr. Saggus, by 
the physician, admitting his respon- 
sibility for her delicate condition. 

Exhume Wilbanks Today. 

In this connection, attorneys for 
Dr. Saggus will take the position, it 
is reported, that these communications 
were not incriminating or unusual in 
view of the fact the defendant long 
had been Mrs. Wilbanks’ family 
physician. 

The viscera of. Wilbanks, will ' oe 
placed in the hands of Dr.’ Edgar 
Everhart, chemist at the state capito! 
in Atlanta, late Friday for. chemical 
analysis, Dr. A. W, Simpson, county 
physician. stated \ tonight. It  had}'s

The coroner’s jury Thursday _aft- 
erngon returned a verdict of suicide 
in the case of J. ‘Walter Sanders, 
life insurance agent, whose lifeless} 
body was found in bedvin his room at 
139: Spring. street early yesterday:

ing ‘testimony between two of the 
principal witnesses. 

Mrs. Nannie M. Kohn, a woman 
barber, who resides at 22 West Peacb- 
tree ‘street, and Miss Sallie Smythie, 
proprietor of the rooming hvuse at 
139. Spring street where Sanders 
lived, were the two principal ewit- 
nesses at the inquest. Sanders wus 
found dead by Mrs. Kohn, according 
to the testimony, and she immedi- 
ately summoned Miss Smythie. Miss 
Smythie in turn summoned the police. 

Illicit relations between Mrs. Kohn 
and Sanders were charged by Miss 
Smythie, who. told the coroner’s jury 
that. Mrs. Kohn had spent at least 
two nights in’ Sanders’ room at her 
house posing as his wife. She stated 
that when ‘she later diseovered that 
Mrs. Kohn -was not his wife, she had 
visited him posing as his cousin. 

Admits Jealousy. 

This was emphbaticaily denied by 
Mrs. Kohn, although Mrs..Kohn ad- 
mitted on cross-examination by mem- 
bers of the jury that. Sanders was 
jealous of-attentions shown her by 
other men, dnd’ that be strenuously 
objected to her. speaking to .some pt 
them on the streets.

Most Vivid Account. | 


Joseph O’Rourke, of Chicago, com- 
missary clerk at the mine, gave the 
most vivid account of the fight.

“I was sent down here by the Ber- 
tand* Commissary company, on West 
Madison street, in Chicago,” he said. 
“I had no idea what I was running 
into. I don’t blame the miners much 
for attacking us, for we were unknow- 
ingly being used as dupes to keep 
them from their jobs. We were given 
arms when we arrived and a machine 
gun was set up at one corner of the 
mine; guards were with us all the 
time, and most of the guards were 
tough fellows sent by a Chicago detec- 
tive agency. I understand the miners 
sent us warnings to leave town or 
we would be run out. We nevér got 
chem, perhaps the bosses did. When 
we saw the miners spproaching yaster- | 
day afternoon, we did not: know what 
to do. The guards prepared for fight ; 
most of us workers wanted to surren- 

er. f 
“Through the night the bullets 
raiged in on us. We sought shelter 
as we could; the miners clim up 
the coal piles and earth embankments, 
and we were unable to see them. The 
svards kept firing, but most of us 
nid. Then the miners blew up our 
pumping station: we had no water 
and our food supplies wére in a 
freight car in the hands of the miners, 
About sunrise we put un the white 
‘lag. The miners poured in and we 
surrendered our arms. 

_ None Had Been Injured. 

“Up to this time not one of us had 
been injured that I know of, although 
I understand that several of the min- 
ers had been shot. The miners spread 
fround quickly and tied us together 
in groups of three and six. The tied 
men then were rushed off in different 
directions. Some of them tried to 
run, but they were shot down as fast 
as they moved. 

“One miner.asked who was the ma- 
chine gun operator. Some one pointed 
him out and he was shot in his tracks 
and his body laid over the machine 
gun. They tied five men with me, took 
4S out on the road and told us to run.

At a etreet crossing, a faxicab, 
cruising around in search of a fare, 
crossed thé street just in front of 
the procession, and thée-driver noticed 
the policemen ahead blowing their, 
whistles and throwing their trunch- 
eons—none of these policemen being. 
involved in the chase to capture the 
armed bandits. 

The cab driver tried to bar the 
progress of the assassins by stopping 
directly, in their path. ey fired 
several shots into his tires, and when 
he persisted in his effort to stop 
them, he was shot in the groin. A 

liceman rushed forward, but was 
elled with a terrible wound in his 
stomach, apparently the victim of a 
dum-dum bullet. 

Scores of Police. 

The assassins turned quickly into, 
Ebury street, a broad, semi-business 
thoroughfare. Meantime scores of po- 
licemen in their shirtsleeves, attract 
ed by the police whistles, had rushed 
out of the station house a hundred 
yards’ away. Some joined in the 
chase, while one dashed in the op- 
posite direction and reached the next 
street corner ahead of the assassins. 

As the‘ two fugitives approached, 
the liceman sprang forward and 
hit the first assassin, knocking him 
down. The policeman leaped on top 
of his captive and a handful of civil- 
ians ‘pitched into the fray capturiyg 
the second assassin while the two 
principals rolled on the pavement, 
pulling, hitting, kicking and clawing 
at each other, while cries of “Lynch 
him,” went up from the excited spec- 
tators. 

The policeman was finally rescued 
and the assassin, still fighting, was 
taken to the station with his com- 
panion who had been subdued. At 
the station house the larger assassin 
renewed his struggle, fighting like a 
tiger. But he was finally beaten 
into submission. 


Assassins Cool. 


Later the assassins assumed an at- 
titude of cool composure, declaring 
they would have escaped in a few 
more minutes had it not been for the 
interference of the policeman. They 
also said they could have shot more 
people, but were afraid of injuring 
children who had joined in the spec- 
tacular chase. One child was wounded 
alipntly by a glancing bullet.

CHINESE SOLDIERS 
OF WU IN MUTINY 


Pekin, June 22.—( By the Associated 
Press.)——The newly established repub- 
iicau regime in China apparently is 
recelving that baptism of bleod, with- 
out which few new governments have 
fixed themselves in power. Between 
10,000 and 15,000 troops of the forces 
under Wu-Pei-F'u, chief military lead- 
er of the new government, have mu- 
tined and slain “thousands” of persons 
in Kiapgsi province; according to re- 
ports reaching here. 

So far, reports oi the mutinies are 
yague, but those telling of the broad 
eitent of the mutineers’ ruthlessness 
apparently are authentic.

West shot and killed both Kendall 
and Healy without warning’ while 
they were perhaps 50 yards from him. 
He fired only twice. 

Sheriff Kendall, armed with a 
search warrant, left Albany yesterday 
for the West ranch, accompanied by 
Rev. Mr. Healy, who desired to see a 
raid on a still to obtain material] for 
a story which he was intending to 
write. The minister went merély as 
a spectator. 

After the shooting, West returned 
t> the house and sat down in a chair 
with his rifle between his knees. 

As long as it rémained daylight he 
barricaded himself in the hcuse, and 
defied the possemen to capture him, 
but when night fell, he bade his wife, 
who had remained with him, farewell, 
telling her to go away where harm 
would not befall her. 

“This is the last goodbye,” he said, 
as he kissed her, and showed her 
through the door of the house. Shortly 
afterward he reached the barn, were 
he killed himself.

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AGAIN DEBATE 


Washington, June 28.—Another ad- 
dress in the series planned by re- 
publicans in charge of the tariff bill 
cesigned to show that importers and 
big department stores are fighting 
that measure because they, do not 
want their profits eat down, was de- 
livered today in the senate by Senator 
Watson, republican, Indiana. Sena- 
tor Simmons, of North Carolina, the 
democratic leader in the tariff fight, 
replied sharply. . 

Exhibiting a score of foreign made 
articles which were piled on and 
‘around his desk, Senator Watson 
eiplained that they had been pur- 
chased by government agents in New 
York at prices ranging from 65 per 
cent to 1,743 per cent above the cost 
landed in this country as shown by 
officials records. He argued that 
‘this explained why the {mporters and 
department stores were behind a prop- 
aganda to defeat the pending bill. 

Senator Simmons in his reply de- 
clared that as a tariff argument Sen- 
ator Watson's speech and that of a 
similar nature made last week by 
Senator McCumber, republican, North 
Dakota, were ‘preposterous and 
ridiculous” because the vost and sell- 
ing prices of American made goods 
comparative to the imported articles 
exhibited had not been~given. He 
exhibited some articles made in this 
country and abroad, and produced 
letters stating that the importers’ 
snie prices and the American manu- 
facturers’ sale prices were about the 
same, 

Senator Watson devoted considera- 
ble time to a discussion of the New 
York firm of James MeCutcheon & 
Co., reading from an advertisemeur 
of that store urging the public to post 
their’ senators and representatives 
against the senate rates on linen, The 
advertisement said the proposed tariff 
would cause them to increase their 
prices of towels from $6 a dozen to 
¥7.50 a dozen. Senator Watson av- 
clared such an increase would not be 
justified by the tariff rates proposed 
as the increase in this case would be 
only 71 cents. pie 

In his discussion of this firm Sen- 
ator Watson asked if The New York 
Times would print “the truth” about 
the situation as he was presenting 
it, and answered his question by de- 
cluring it would not do so, “because 
McCutcheon & Co. won’t let them.” 

In openiny his speech, Senator Sim- 
mons said the failure of Senators Mc- 
Cumber and Watson to disclose the 
cest and retail prices of comparable 
American afticles was “a fatal de- 
fect” in their case, while he said 
their charges against the press were 
“infamous.” 7 

That the republican senators had 
“ascribed sinister motives” to the 
metropolitan press and other newspa- 

ers attacking the bill was asserted 

y Senator Simmons, who said 
“bribery by advertising’ was the 
charge made, and that there was no 
evidence to support the charge ex- 
cept the “unsupported statements of 
those making the charge.” : 

‘ “They have not proved their case 
against the department stores, the im- 
porters nor the press,” he said, “and 
this charge that presupposes ®almost 
unspeakable venality on the part of 
the republican press of the country.

For Independence' 


Washington, June 22.—Although 
commending the Philippine aspira- 
tions to independence and complete 
self-sovereignty, President Harding 
today replies to the Philippine Island 
parliamentary mission “that the time 
is not yet for independence.” 

The president’s statement was made 
to the members of the mission who 
last week presented to him the Fili- 
pino’ argument and plea for a sepa- 
rate political exitence. The policy 
of the administration, Mr. Harding 
luid down by his predecessors, notably 
stated, would follow along the lines 
President McKinley, under whom the 
Filipinos were freed from Spain. 

“With every mindfulness for your

pendence,” said the president. “I 
can impagine a continued progress 
which will make our bonds either 
easy to sever, or rivet them more 
firmly because you will to be so.

This bill is now pending in the 
house committee on postoffices and 
post roads; and in the interest of 
a@ square deal to the press and of 
the general public welfare, it ought 


{to be reported out of committee 


and enacted into law without fur- 
ther unnecessary delay. 

The newspapers and periodicals 
of the country unanimously protest 
against continuance of the present 
excessive tax upon their output, in 
the form of war-time postal rates, 
not only because it is discrimina- 
tory and inordinately burdensome, 
but also because it is an imposi- 
tion the tendency of which essen. 
tially is to jeopardize their freedom 
ef expression and to deprive the 
public of reading matter. 

It is a fact beyond controversy 
that public integrity, political and 
social freedom depend wholly upon 
the intelligence and character of 
cur citizens, and that the vast ma- 
jority of American citizens are de- 
pendent largely upon the press for 
intellectual inspiration. 

Any policy or law that infringes 
upon or curtails the scope of the 
gress makes for ignorance, intoler- 
ence, lack of vision on the part of 
the masses, while a healthy, en- 
lightened press will inevitably make 
iHiteracy, isolation and supersti- 
tion give way to progress and pros- 
perity and thus strengthen the 
moral and social fiber of the peo- 
ple. 

That this mission may be ful- 
filled it is necessary that the chan- 
nels of communication—the trans- 
portation of the mails—be kept 
ppen at reasonable rates for the 
newspapers and magazines. 

And thus it is that the proposal 
to curtail, if not to discontinue en- 
tirely, the war taxes that were im- 
posed upon the press of the coun- 
try is a matter that concerns every 
citizen. pee 

At the time when the 
imposed it was generally conceded 
and recognized that increases in 
the postal rates on second-class 
matter were wholly without Just}, 
faction in economics or. political 
equity; and it was understood by 
everybody that the increased rates, 
like those applying to first-class 
matter—long since repealed—were 
imposed simply as a war emer- 
gency measure. And, as such, they 
met with practically no objection. 
But such a tax cannot be de- 
fended three years after the termi- 
ration of the war to assist in prose- 
cuting which it was imposed. 
Its continuance at this late day 
is clearly violative of all equities 
of contribution. 

This war tax on second-class 
mail matter was made subject to 
vone rates and levied in the, form 
of four successive annual increases 
that constitute an increase from 
100 per cent for the initial zone 
to 900 per cent on the last zone, 
and it has in no way nor in any 
measure been lessened.

Atlanta Adopts Zoning 


(From~ the Architectural Forum.) 
Atlanta adopted a zoning ordi- 
nance April 10, 1922, by a nearly 
unanimous vote of the council. The 
ordinance divides the city in dwell- 
ing house, apartment house, busi- 
ness and industrial districts. Three 
classes of height districts are .es- 
tablished with limits of 50 feet, 100 
feet and 150 feet, respectively. 
building. line, side yard and rear 
yard requirements are established 
for all buildings in the residence 
districts. Lot aréa requirements 
are based on the number of house- 
heeping units for which the resi- 
dence building is arranged; 5,000 
equare feet of lot area per family 
is required for much of the dwell- 
ing house area, and 2,500 square 
feet of 10t area per family for the 
areas suited to double or two-family 
house developments. In most of 
the apartment house areas only 625 
square feet per family is required, 
while in the limited hotel and 
elevator apartment sections there 
is no minimum lot area require- 
ment, though. side, rear and front 
yards are required, 
The zoning plan and ordinance 
were prepared for the Atlanta plan 
commission by Robert Whitten, city 
planner, Cleveland. The initial in- 
difference or opposition of the pub- 
lic was overcome by an intensive 
ecucational campaign in whith 
newspaper articles, editorials and 
cartoons played an.important part. 
Atlanta is the first southern city 
to adopt a comprehensive zoning 
p.an,. “

this morning of M. B. Dixon, husband 
of Mrs. Dixon, and father of Mrs. 
Padrick, both of whom Padrick mur- 
dered Monday afternoon on the Dover 
bridge over the Ogeechee river. It is 
toe firsg statement he has given out 
since tH® crime, having heen virtually 
a nervous wreck since his wife and 
daughter were slain. 

“Elliott Padrick was conducting a 
meeting at Union Methodist church 
last August,” continued Mr. Dixon, 
‘and, because of our interest in the 
meeting, being a steward of the church 
im which the meeting wa: held, we in- 
vited him to our nome. He made it 
hie home during tke meeting and ap- 
parently enjoyed our hospitality. We 


that he seemed very much attached to 
our oldest daughter, Willie Mae. 

Parents Objected. 

“TI didn’t like the idea at all, first, 
because of the girls’ age, she being 
only 16 at the time. and also because 
it was my desir to give her the 
benefit of a college education. 
we were planning even then to send 
her away to a schoo] in Kentucky. I 
probably was blind to their courtship, 
however, because l never dreamed they 
vere planning marrage until my wife 
informed me some time l/ater. 

“Both my wife and myself objected 

strongly and told them positively that 
we would not consent until after the 
girl graduated. Apparently, they 
sgreed with our position and we 
buught clothes and trunks and other 
things for her to go away to 
school. 
“Padrick left us then to hold a 
meeting in Screven county. While 
there, he wrote Willie Mae regularly, 
pieading with her to marry him. At 
Sylvania, he wrote me and asked me 
to come after him and while I was 
on my way there, he came to our 
house, knowing I would not be at 
home, and again pleaded with her to 
‘garry him. This continued until ulti- 
mately they were married. 

“Although I never willingly gave 
my consent. he wes the most per- 
sistent pieader I ever knew. He was 
determined to have his way in every- 
thing he set his mind to, and finally 
ven us over. to our urging the 
marriage, or her mother ever beating 
the girl to force her to marry him, 
that is all rot, and like the balance 
of his statement, false from beginning 
to end. 

“Inhumanly Beaten.” 

“After their marriage they went 
to Rincon, where Le was conducting 
a meeting, and where they stayed a 
few days, returning to our home after 
the meeting. His rext meeting was at 
Greenscut, where, because Willie Mae 
asked to come home and see us, he 
beat her most inhumanly and left 
bruises on her body that she carried 
to her grave. 

“Members of the -church there, 
whom I had never seen, phoned me 
to come and get my daughter, as she 
was being mistreated, and one man 
told me that he would have killed 
him had he treated a woman member 
of his family in such manner. I went 
to Greenscut in my car and brought 
her home. Later. his meeting was 
closed by the members of the church

- “At the time I was in Statesboro 
and before I reached home my wife 
saw Padrick and his father pass our 
house in the car of the elder Padrick. 
They stopped and Padrick told my 
wife that he ‘had left Willie Mae at 
Vidette and that we could go after her 
if we wanted her. My wife told him 
that unless they turned the car around 
and went after her daughter and 
hrought her home to us, she would see 
‘hat I had him locked up for the way 
he had treated her. His father agreed 
this was best and they turned the 
car and started back, a distance of 
about 75 miles. 

Father Follows. 

“When I\ reached home I was so 
worried over it, I took’ my brother 
and followed them. As I reached the 
front of their home at Vidette, he 
and his father departec through the 
ouck door, rather hurriedly, and I 
took my daughter and brought her 
bome. This was in the early fall of 
last year. 

“We had been at home only a few 
days when he began to write, begging 
and pleading with us again, for Willie 
Mae to let him come back and give 
aim another trial. But I was done 
with him. I sad ‘no’ to all his en- 
treaties, but after a while, what, with 
his begging letters and Willie Mae, 
who really loved and believed in him, 
continually begging me to give him 
unother chance, I egreed for him to 
come back. 

“He had no job at this time, having 
fost out at Vidette, so I took him in 
the house with us and tried to get 
him to help around the farm. How- 
ever, he wasn’t much help about the. 
lace, occupying most of his time sit- 
ting around the.house. He began to 
eny he was tired of the ministry and 
wanted to try farming, so about the 
first of January, I renéed the Cook 
>» ace, furnished him with mules, wag- 
ons, plows. feed and food... In fact, I 
even bought him work clothes, and 
told him I would give him a chance 


at farming. 

“He stayed on the place for a 
month and didn’t do as much work 
us he should have done in a day. I am 
a poor mam and have to work every 
“oot of lard I have got to make my 
business pay, and told him that if he 
didn’t want to work the place to say 
so, and I avould get some one else 
there. He replied that he didn’t in- 
tend to work it and that if I could 
get anyone else to do so, I .was wel- 
come. I then told him to leave and 
that as long as he lived to stay gone— 
that I never wanted bim to come baek. 

“T bréught my daughter home and 
we decided never to bother with him 
again. My girl was becoming a nerv- 
ous wreck because of his treatment, 
and I was determined for him to stay 
gone this time, but he hadn’t been 
gcne long before his repentant letters 
began to arriye once more.” 

Pleads for Willie Mae. 

At this point Mr Dixon showed a 
letter, written to Padrick on the let- 
ierhead of the “arrymore Dairy 
larm, Millen, Ga.,” and dated March 
30, 1922, us follows: “My dear father- 
:n-law: I have at last found a job. I 
hope you have not been embarrassed 
by my departure in any way. Since 
leaving your house in the manner I 
did, I have come to see where 1 was 
in the wrong. Although I was sick, 
I should have been polite enough to 
tell you that 1 was displeased at some- 
thing Willie Mae said. I sealize that 
L was at fault. 

“I do not know how you feel toward 
ine, I don’t believe you dislike me. I 
am sure that I love you. L did not 
give you an explanation that Sunday 
morning because you were all torn up. 
1 have done as you told me, got a 
job, but I want Mae. Do you object 
to my having her, the only woman I 
love, and that after you have given 
ucr to me? Please do not add one 
mistake to another. You will do her 
an injuctice as well as myself. I also 
owe you an apology for having 
sbunned your brother the day he went 
-o see yon. I am content with that 
fo. an explanation as you know about 
it. I am ycur friend whether you be- 
lieve it or not. I can bny the furni- 
ture off your hands later if Willie 
Mae wants it. 

“She bas confidenee in me because 
she bafieves everything I say and even 
when I tease her. she gets seared. She 
will, in time. learn my disposition. I 
confess I have treated her rude, but 
only as the result of some things she 
eaid. I would like to see you and 
mamma and when I get some money I 
sill send some to Willie Mae and I 
want her to come spend a week with 
me.—Lovingly, Ellivtt P.” 

Letter Unanswered. 

“T never answered this letter, nor 
any of those previously received,’ Mr. 
Dixon said. “Ll have never written 
him a letter in my iife. 1 never heard 
any more trom him until Monday noon 
ot the day he murdered my wife and 
daughter. They received that day the 
ietter quoted at the inquest, begging 
her to meet him, .ove him and trust 
him. To this I reluctantly gave my 
consent, because I aidn’t want her to 
have any more to do with him. How- 
ever, I agreed for them to meet him 
and bring him to the house, where I 
would see him, as I was sick that day 
and couldn't go myself, 

“As for our thinking he had money, 
his father told me vf his financial con- 
dition when he first came to our house 
aud I loaned him $10, later loaning 
another $10’ As to his marriage rais- 
ing us socially in the community, I 
»~ill leave that for the community to 
decide.” 

When asked if it was true that 
Willie ‘Mxe had been going with any 
«ther men since she and Padrick had 
separated, Mr. Dixon stated positively 
that no one had been going with her. 
That she bad been at home, and 
seemed very happy all the year. 

“Some nave talked of lynching Pad- 
rick, and friends have mentioned it to 
me,” he continned. “but I want to 
ray here and now that all I desire for 
Fadrick is justice. I do not favor 
lynch law, but I sincerely hope that 
neither his position in the ministry. 
nor his lving slanders against my dead 
wife and daughter, will prevent him 
from securing absolute and impartial 
justice at the hands of the law.”

chairmanship of all committees by the 
length of service of members. It has 
been under fire from leaders of both 
parties numerous times, but somehow 
its defeat has never been effected. At 
the present time in the senate there 
are two republican members who are 
its recognized opponents—Senator 
Borah, and Senator Norris; and Sena- 
tor La Follette is said to be against 
a continuation of ta2 *radition. 

Those behind the Uemocratie party 
movement to issue a ?eclaration con- 
terd that the delays and tengles wh‘icu 
iuve prevented the enaciunent of jm 
portant legislation are the outcom: 
largely of placing the leyislative al- 
ministration in the hands of older 
statesmen instead of giving preferences 
in leadership to those who are more 
qualified to be leaders. In substantia- 
tion of their contention, they point 
out the republican ~ inefficieney in 
the house, which they declare is due 
to the lack of effective leadership: 

‘ Expect Many Back. 

Democrats. believe that a _ great 

many former members of congress, 
who were defeated in the republican 
landslide of 1920, will be returned 
next March. The desire is expressed 
by those behind the movement to hold 
out to those former members the op- 
portunity of being recognized on their 
merits in the distribution of commit- 
tee chairmanships and that they shall 
not be made to feel that their absence 
from congress for two years will put 
them at the bottom of the list of dem- 
ocratic members of congress. 
_ When the proposal of a déclara- 
tion first started there was some op- 
position to it. Not particularly from” 
southern congressmen, however, who 
usually, from their longer continuous 
term of office, command higher po- 
sitions on the committee lists, but 
froin followers of the tradition in gen- 
eral. But there is now 4 more fav- 
orable feeling for the idea, and it 
is said that there is a good chance 
of making the declaration with the 
sanction of a large number of influ- 
ential democrats from both sides of 
congress. 

As a substitute for the seniority 
rule, the program of the supporters 
of the plan contemplates a geographi- 
cal and ability distribution of im- 
portant chairmanships and committees. 
Under the plan. every member of con- 
gress of proved ability would be 
jadged in committee preference on his 
merits, and not solely on the length 
ot his service in conzress, 

Political observers at the capital, 
supported by national comment ex- 
tending over a great many years, see 
in thé movement a distinet re-organiza- 
\ion of old methods of expediting leg- 
islation. The history of both houses 
in the past has been that senators 
and representatives, regardless of 
their individual qualifications and 
ability to perform, have been entrusted 
with the affairs of important com- 
nittees, simply because of their length 
of office, It is claimed that if this 
rule is discarded and displaced by the 
program proposed by democrats, long 
acssions wiil no longer be necessary, 
ard congress will be able to function 
more properly with jess expense to 
the government. ' 

_It is a known fact that the eleva- 
tion of Senator McCumber. of North 
Dakota, to the chairmanship of the 
senate finance committee, one of the 
most important bodies of the upper 
chamber, resulted in widespread crit- 
icism of the rule among his colleagues. 
This criticism has even gone so far 
as. to foster secret desires for his 
defeat in the coming. primaries, whith 
iz the onlytay of having his succes- 
sor named. Republicans believe that 
there are several members of their 
party in the senate who are more able 
to handle» the intricate affaire of 
the finance committee than the North 
Dokota member. But, under present 
rétnlations were forced to elect him 
after the late Senator Penrose died. 
Those engaged in furthering fhe 
movement bélieve that such a policy 
would have a strong appeal to the 
country.¢ ‘

RY OCEAN LINE 


New York, June 22.—A 30 per cent 
reduction in-freight rates on cotton 
between gulf and Atlantic - seaboard 
ports and a general 10 per cent re- 
duction ‘on all other commodities was 
fannounced today by the Southern 
Pacifie company and by the Mallory 
lines. The new rates will go into 
effect July 1. 

They represent the first reduction 
since the 1-3 per cent increase of 
August, 1921, and except in the case 
of cotton, are granted up the recent 
order of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The principal commodities 
affected by the 10 per cent re- 
duction are molasses, sugar and 
lumber. 

The rate on cotton shipped to New 
York for export will remain at 25 
cents per hundred pounds, which is 
10 per cent. below the rate to 
signees. The rate from Galveston to 
‘New York will be reduced from 50 
to 36 cents, to Hartford, Fall River 
and Providence, from 88.1-2 to 58 1-2; 
to Boston, from 76 1-2 to: 57 1-2, and 
to Maine and Canadian ports and be- 
tween all country ports \in proportion. 

Since cotton constitutes a large 
percentage of shipments in the district 
affected, the reduction on this com- 
modity means an enormous saving to 
mills and buyers, officials said, in 
announcing the reduction. 


FAVOR FEDERAL LOAN 
FOR LEVEE SYSTEMS 


Memphis, Tenn., June 22.—Repre- 
sentatives of 121 levee boards and 
other interests affected by Missis- 
sippi river floods, meeting here today 
under the auspices of the Mississippi 
River Flood Control association in 
conference with members of congress 
from several river states, went on rec- 
ord as favoring an appeal to con- 
gress for authorization of a _ long- 
term federal loan to perfect the pres- 
ent levee system and other flood con- 
trol measures as a means of holding 
the waterway within bounds: during 
its annual spring rampages. 

Under plans tentatively indorsed at 
the conference bills would be intro- 
duced in congress shortly to provide 
a fund, rotehly estimated at $50,000,- 
000 to complete the levee system as a 
barrier to the flood, the money to be 
secured by bonds issued by the va- 
tious levee boards bearing interest at 
the rate of 4 1-2 per cent and to be 
repaid within a period of forty years. 
In addition appropriation of approxi- 
mately $25,000,000 to be expended by 
the government for revetment and 
other work, will be asked for 

This plan was agreed to after an 
all-day session after several proposals 
were made and discussed, ineluding 
the advisability of asking congress for 
a direct appropriation to replace the 
flood control program adopted sey- 
eral years ago and which will expire 
this year. 

In adidtion to levee board officia]s 
and representatives of interests direct- 
ly affected by Mississippi river floods, 
today’s conference was attended hy 
Senator Joseph E. Ransdell, of Louisi- 
ana, and Representatives Humphreys, 
of Mississippi, Wilson, of Louisiana, 
and Driver, of Arkansasagand Colonel 
Charles L. Potter, president of the 
Mississippi river commission. 

As proposed the fund would be ex- 
pended under the direction of the war 
department and would be made avail- 
able as. bonds are issued and means of 
construction are available. In addi- 
tion to the main waterway the pro- 
gram also would provide for work 
along the tributaries so far as the 
territory in question affected by Mis- 
sissippi river floods.

How to Save When Shopping

Despite the many new and varied 
ypes of refrigerators on the market 
oday, you can classify all of them 
nto one of two different general plans 
hlong which they are built. In one 
‘ind, both ice and food are kept in 
ne large compartment. In the other 
he ice is placed in a top compart- 
ent, below which are cupboards for 

e food. This is the kind one sees 
n most homes today. 

The principle utilized in this second 
ype is that cold air seeks o lower 
evel, so that the air cooled by the 
melting ice will sink to the shelves 
iow. It probably better utilizes 
» given amount of ice for the further 
eacon that the ice compartment may 
ermain tightly closed except when 
eing filled. This avoids warm air 
ntering the ice part, if opened. In 
uying a refrigerator, be sure to see 


hat the ice compartment, eee 
loses so tightly that there is no 


a crack to permit the warm air to 
enter 

It ts best, too, to choose an ice box 
lined with porcelain. This is easiest 
to keep clean. When buying, ask 
what temperature the box will main- 
tain when filled. If you put. your 
hand in an ice box on a warm day, you 
may think that the temperature is as 
low as 40 degrees, yet it is probably 
nearer 50. You can only obtain as 
low atemperature as 40 or 50 de- 
grees in a very well constructed box 
with a large receptacle for ice, and 
then only for a short time after it is 
filled. A box that maintains but 60 
degrees is useful in keeping food from 
day to day.

Methods of Charging Storage Batteries. 
(All rights reserved by United a Syndicate. Reproduction pro- 
ibited.) 

Many radio enthusiasts having electricity in the house for lighting 
purposes would preper to charge their storage battery themselves 
rather than go to the trouble of removing the battery to a service 
station. 

Lighting circuits are usually at a potential of about 110 volts 
while the voltage for charging a six storage battery should be only 
slightly greater than the voltage of the battery. It is therefore necés- 
sary to reduce the voltage from 110 volts to a voltage of proper value 
to charge the battery at the specified rate. 

Lighting circuits are fed from either direct current or alternating 
current sources. Alternating current which reverses its direction in 
the wires in a way which would alternately charge and discharge the 
battery cannot be employed without rectifying the current in such a 
way as to cause it to flow in one direction only. Rectification is accom-

HUMAN GLAND SALES 


Chicago, June 22.—Legislation to 
prohibit traffic in human glands will 
be introduced in the next session of 
the Illinois legislature according to 
Representatives Thomas J. O’Grady 
and Lawrence G. O’Brien. 

They declared that persons should 
be prohibited by law from selling any 
part of their bodies or from buying 
tissues or glands from the body of 
another. 

Representative O’Grady announced 
that his proposed measure to make 
gland tansplantation illegal has been 


| drafted. 


The tentative draft of Representa- 
tive O’Grady’s proposed measuré, in 
part, follows: ' 

‘Whereas, the public press has re- 
eently given an account of a so-called 
elandular operation performed in the 
state of Illinois by an accredited sur- 
geon, said operation having involved 
the cutting away of a vital gland from 
the living body of a citizen of this 
state and its transplantetion into the 


living body of another cftizen, and 


“Whereas, the aforesaid operation 
is said to have involved a pecuniary 
ecnsideration whereby the individual 
from whose living body the vital part 
was cut away received a sum of money 
from the individual in whose living 
bedy the gland was transplanted, and 

“Whereas, the purchaser of said 
gland is reputed to be possessed of a 
large fortune, and the seller of the 
said gland is understood to be a man 
in dire need of money and presuma- 
bly an ex-soldier, hungry and desper- 
ate for work; therefore. be it 

“Binacted by the people of the state 
of Illinois, represented in the general 
assembly, that it shall be a felony, 

unished by sentence to igi Bro tg 

the state penitentiary of not less 
than five years and not to. exceed fif- 
teen years and by a fine of twenty 
times the amount of money expended 
in such glandular purchases, or by

Senator Heflin had declared that 
statements made by Senator Glass in 
un address some time ago defending 
the federal reserve banking system 
were inaccurate. The Virginia sena- 
tor instantly was on his feet, deny- 
ing that there were inaceurate state- 
ments in the speech, and banging his 
desk, said he was “getting tired of 
the false statements by the senator 
from Alabama.” 

“If the senator says that what I 
said is false, he is a liar,” returned 
Senator Heflin. 

Senator Watson then called the two 
senators to order, and Senator Wil- 
liams, democrat, Mississippi, insisted 
that the call to order be enforced, 

The Alabama senator, by vote of 
the senate, then was allowed to pro- 
ceed in order, and announced that he 
withdrew the language he had used, 
stating that “this is not the place 
for language of that sort.” He asked 
Senator Glass to do likewise, and the 
Virginia senator said he was willing 
to withdraw any unparliamentary 
language used on the floor of the 
senate. That ended the incident.

Waterville, Maine, Ju Maine, june -22.—By 
electing another republican congress
